On Soil-Chemical 
Tests Released 


Dow Chemical Company Make 
Public Results In Glades 
Use Of Dowfume-40 


“Down to Earth” is a new re- 
view argicultural chemical pub- 
lication, put out by the Dow 
Chemical Corporation, of which 
Richard Townsend, of Belle 
Glade, is one of its agents as a 
pathologist, in various types of 
seed and chemical tests. 

In a recent issue of this publi- 


page article entitled “Root Knot 
Control for Muck Land Celery 
in Florida. This treatise is 
based on experiments and re- 
sults, carried on mostly on the 
Wedgworth estate lands, in the 
use of various chemicals for the 
treatment of celery ills. 

He first describes the con- 
struction of a spray machine as 
worked out and built by the 


as an applyer of the chemicals 
used in the trials, 

Special interests in the ex- 
tensive tests was to learn what 
effect Dowfume 10 and Dow- 
fume 40 would have on celery 
crops, and with certain earth 
nematodes which pilficate and 
flourish in certain of the Ever- 
glades muck land, to the detri- 
ment of the harvest yields. ` 

The article states that when 
the treated land harvest was 
made in January 1948, that it 
showed a yield of 890 field 
crates per acre, while untreated 
plots on either side, yielded only 
672 and 772 crates. The aver- 
age increase from treatment 
showed a 239% increase for the 
treated plats, Examination of 
500 celery roots from each plat 
showed healthy , conditions in 
the treated lands and heavy in- 
festations in the untreated 
plats. Estimates place the pre- 
sence of root knot as a crop re- 
duction of 60%. 

These tests have been carried 
on for the Dow Chemical and 
The Ferry-Morse Seed comp- 
anies, by whom he is employed 
as an expert. The findings are 
bound to be of great importance 
to the celery growers of the 
Glades in future operations, as 
have many other of the agrono- 
mist-pathological expert's tests 
in past years.
